Rev. Wiljiam Paskett was born in Goochland County, Virginia, 
Getaway 1741. Faving descerded from parents who were poor, 
and not heing Fare with the means of education, hut little 
is known of him until his twentieth year, Apbut which time he 
was married to Miss Mary Pace, who was also a native cf Gooch- 
lard Colints. in this, his ocrly matrimenial connection, he was 
blessed with thirteen children, eight sons and five daughters. 

Fron: his earliest years he had been impressed with 
ideas of the value and necessity of religion; had regularly 
attended public worship; and had ever received, as he advanced 
in age, the Lord's Supper. After his marriage he established 
in his family morning and evering service, in which he read 
prayers. This he did for seven years, while yet he had not, 
as he afterwares discovered, Ernewn or felt the nature ard 
effects of gospel truth. 

About this period his neighhorhood began to be 
visited hy Raptist preachers. Of them and their doctrines, 
numercus and different repprts were in circulation, The first 
of these, an opportunity to hear whom presented itself, was 
Rev. Corbley. He went, moved partly by curiosity and partly 
with a desire to be profited. This was the first preacher 


not of the established church that he had ever heard. Unhis

return home at a Jate hour he found Mrs. Raskett waiting 
patiently to he informed concerning the new preacher and his 
tenets, ef which he gave a description befcre he received any 
refreshments. Soon afterwards they both had an opportunity 
of Ha ae. Corbley, ana cf seeing him administer the 
ordinance of baptism. fhe minds of both became now so much 
concerned, that Mr. Baskett, to use his own words,"Was scarcely 
able to follow his plow;" and when he returned from the field 
he frequently found his wife engaged in prayer. 

While filled with anxiety as to what they should do 
to be saved, they walked en a dark and rainy right three 
miles to hear a preacher of the Renna ened church. Mr. 
Baskett asked the preacher if there was such a thing to he 
entertained as a hope of personal interest in the merits of 
Christ; a knowledge of acceptance withGoa? Thepreacher 
replied, that for Fis part, he felt a comfortable hope 
while he kept the commandments, and at no other time. The 
continued distress and further inquiries of hr. and Mrs. 
Baskett subjected them to the charge on the jart of the 
preacher of being deranged. The circumstances under which 


he obtained confort are found in the following extract from 
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FaeMSLIES (Continued) 
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a letter written by hirself before his death:- 

"In childhced and youth, 1 often promised God I 
would serve Him, if spared to he a can faite ent my warriage, 
in my twentieth, until my twenty-sevenrth yeakR a attended 
scrupously to secret and public prayer and worship, and to 
the ordinance cf the supper” But now, I saw myself a guilty 
undone sinner} and, during eight months, was without confort. 
At length, ore night at midnight, on my bended knees, implor- 
ing -Divine mercy through Christ, and throwing myself at the 
disposal of sovereign grace, wy mind was turned to the words, 
"he that trusts in the Lord shall never be confounded." 1 saw 
that God was, in Christ, reconciling the world unto Himself, 
not imputing their trespasses unto them". For several days 
my heart was filled with joy. Since, my life has been a 
constant warfare. I am sensible of much remaining imperfection, 
but cannot fear death or judgment. The judge is himself ry 
friend. Nor do J Apprehend destrivcticn hy my spiritval foes 
or my trials. It is God who worketh in us both to will and 
to do. I six trovhles he is with us, ard doth not forsake us 
din the seventh. If we pass through waters, they cannot ove - 


flow us; if through fires, they cannot burn us. 1 believe all

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this in my heart. If my conduct does rot agree with this, 
place no confidence in re or in what I say. My desire is to 
glorify God through the remainder of my life. “The tree is 
hest —— by its fruits." Please to send me an account of 
your own religious experience." 

Nor long afterwards Mr. and Mrs. Baskett were baptis- 
ed, together with two other neighbors, by Elder Elijah Craig. 
These first Baptists of that vicinity frequently visited 
each other for conversation and social prayer. Mf. Baskett 
thought himself far inferior to the rest of this company in 
this scriptual knowledge; hut they, alwayscurged him forweéd, and 
he was soon employed in the pent; of his neighbors, 
who attended these meetirgs for the purpose of hearing. 

Others made the profession of faith under his labors, ard in 
theyear 1774 a church was constituted, called Lisles, 
corsisting of eighteen male members and thirty-twe females 
members. This church was served by Elder Webber as pastor, 
until 1787, under whose ministry, in the course of two years 
many souls were added. in the toils of this revival xr. 
Baskett shared largely, and 1789 he was ordaired to the 


work of an evangelist. Five years afterwards Klder Webber

On the 2ist of April his aged consort, after a 
few days indisposition, fell asleep in death. The next 
Sabhath he preached his last, and those present said his 
best sermon, from the words “We have no continuing city, but 
seek one to cere." On the 30th of the same renth, his own 
trangvil spirit escaped this state of trial, and went to 
the enjoyment of rest- in his illness he consented to receive 
medical aid, he said, to merely gratify his friends. He knew 
he was ahout to depart, and found his soul supported by the 
consolations of the gospel, and cheered and sustained bythe 
gracious pronises.

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TALES Uf THE REVULUrION 


By William Champlin

The following as dictated by William Champlin, when he was 
an old man, to his son-in-law, James Udall. 

About the commencement of the Revolutionary ‘Yar, 
The British ship, Rose, commanded hy Captain Wallace, came 
to Stonington Point and hegan firing upon the village. My 
father, then a Colonel of the Regiment of Militia assembled 
his troops and marched to the Point te prevent the British 
from landing. I accompanied my father, By a well directed 
fire from behind the buildings, fences and rocks we succeeded 
in preventing them from landing. 

The women and children all fled: from the Point and 
went to mp father's house where they remained the succeeding 
night and consequently the fire of the British did not do as 
much harm or damage as it might have done, One man was 
wounded and one cow was killed, 

Soon after this a small fort or hattery was huilt 
at Stonington Point, which I assisted in huilding, and I was 
afterwards stationed there for three — under the com- 
mand of Capt. John Relcher who was then a Captain of the Milit- 
ia in that place and I was a soldier in the said militia. 1 


was then taken from the Point and stationed at Groton Fort, 
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TALES UF TIE REVOLUTION (Continued) 

under the command of Capt, Peleg Noyes, where I remained until 
I was ordered to the New London Fort and was stationed there 
three months under the comrand of Capt: Belcher, — 
After my term of service was up, I returned to my father. 
Soon after this I enlisted in the service of the State of 
Rhode Island wnder the command of Capt- Andrew Stauton, for 
the term of fifteen months to guard the coasts and harbors. 
While on our march to the coast we stopped at East Beenwich 
where a recruiting officer was stationed and 1 then and there 
enlisted as a sergeant into the Continental service for the 
term of three years under the command of Capt. Elijah Lewis. 
we were then marched on to the Coventry to General Green's 
farm and were inocculated with the smallpox, where we remain-~ 
ed until cured of the i ae ase. 

We were then marched to New Jersey and joined 
Washington's army. After remaining at New Jersey a short 
time we marched to the banks of the Delaware river near 
Philadelpgia, where we repaired the Fort at that place, then 
under the command of Colonel Christopher Green. While 
stationed there the Fort was attacked by the British Hessians 
and J under the command of Lord Howe. [The fort was 
gallantly defended and the enemy driven back. While defend~ 


ing the fort my gun was driven out of my hands by a ball. from 
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TALES OF CHE REVOLUTICN (Continued) 

the enemy which passed so near me that I felt the heat. My 
Captain who stood near me had his fingers shot off. fhirty- 
one were killed in the fort and it was said that seventeen 
hundred of the enemy were killed and wounded. hud island 
Fort which is opposite Red Bank was beseiged while we were 
stationed at Red Bank and we assisted in defending it. We 
crossed the river for that purpose. i 

1 was stationed at Mud Island Fort a part of the 
time during the seige. The enemy by hringing a large ship 
to bear upon the fort and attacking it at the samre tire 
with their land forces gave them such a decided ery re 
that it appeared useless to defend it any longer. We there~ 
fore ahandoned it in the night leaving our colors flying. 
The fort heing vacated hy the Yankees, the British troops 
succeeded in taking it Nov. 45th, 1778. We also abandoned 
the Bank Fort, leaving a train anda man to blow it up. 
fhe explosion took place soon after we left tte fort. 
[he night was extremely cold for that season of the year 
and we suffered much from cold during the night, but we 
continued our march to Valley Forge where we made pre- 
parations for Winter Quarters, the British then having 


possession of Philadelphia. 
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TALES OF THE REVOLUTION (Continued) » 
While at Valley Forge we built a bridge across the Scuykill 
and planted out cannon ina direction to defend the crossing 
of the bridge, that in case we should retreat we Would cross 
the bridge and by the aid. of our cannon could prevent the 
British from crossing or annoy them so much that they could 
not attempt it. We also built huts and made ourselves as 
comfortable as the clrenmatantes would permit. Three rows 
of huts were built ahout half a rile apart and at the head 
of the center row was Washington's headquarters. Lady 
Washington, accompanied by the wives of some of the officers 
came there and spent the winter. 

While in the State of Pennsylvania we heard of an 
old Tory who had been providing the British with stores and 
provisions. * our army, then almost destitute of provisions, 
Stood in great need of this and an officer was selected to 
go and take it- Volunteers were called for and 1 immediate- 
ly turned out for one. On our march thither we had to cross 
a stream although the weather was very cold. We forded 
the stream up to our waisthands and at our arrival at the 
house we found the G@oors barred and our admittance refused. 
Our officers demanded entrance and threatened to hreak 


down the door unless we could have admittance. 
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TALSS OF [HE REVOLUTIGN (Continued) 
While standing at the door my wet clothes froze stiff upon 
me but at last the door opened and we went in and founda 
the provisions that were as aforesaid. We were ordered 
to fill our packs with pork, which we did. While returning 
on our march I was taken sick and unable to proceed. A 
soldier was left to take care of me until a wagon was sent 
from the army, in which I was conveyed to the vhospital or 
hut. Many soldiers for want of suitable provisions or 
clothing were placed in this miserable hut, or hospital 
as it was called, with me where we suffered more than I 
am able to descrihe. I was sick of a fever for a long time 
and my hair was long and thick, hut came out. After my re- 
covery 1 again joined the army. We remained at Valley Forge 
watching the woverents cf the British until dune when we 
received news that the British had left Philadelphia, and had 
been one day on their march for South Amboy where they ex- 
pected to take shipping. Washington immediately gave orders 
to pursue them and cur army was accordingly ra rched with all 
possible haste on the pursuit. While on our rarch ye fourd— 
that the Fritish had taken up ae bridges and bad fell- 
ed trees across the road to retard our march. We however 
overhauled them at Monmouth where the memorable Monmouth 


hattle was fought. The weather was extremely warm and we 
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suffered much from the heat. 

Washington cormanded tke right wing cf the army ana 
General Tee the left, hut in consequence of General Lee dig- 
cheying crders the Rritish army was net captured at that time 
as it otherwise would have heen had Lee obeyed orders. Lee 
was afterwards tried by court-martial for his discb edience. 
My situation in the army during the battle was in the’ right 
wing conmanded by Gcneral Washington. fhe British made 
their retreat and got on board their ships at South Amboy. 

After the battle at Monmouth we were marched from 
place to place and what transpired I do not distinctly re- 
collect, but in the fall of the year we were halted upon 
a hill and were entirely destitute of provisions for three 
days. The hill afterwards was called Hungry Vili, are tire 
Cdmmisary whose duty it was to provide for us, was after- 
wards punished for his neglect. 

Our army was warched from New Jersey to Rhode 
Islard upon Sullivan's expedition and we had a hattle with 
the Pritish, Previous to this, many of our sentries were 
killed while cn duty. I was frequently stationed where 1 
considered my life in more danger than in open battle, but 
the British retired from the conflict, and we again marched 


on our return to New Jersey and prepared for Winter Cuarters 
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at HWorristown where we wintered- My health at that tine 

was good, I do not recollect of anything that took place 
worthy of note, save that we were often short of provisions 
and our rations were often small, and frequently quite small, 
A detachment was sent to Staten Island where they teok a 
number of horses and some provisions and blankets from the 
enemy and returned to headquarters. 

I am rot at this tire able to recellect dates, shall 
therefore notice rroriscvously some rarticular everts which 
occurred: in which 1 took an active part so that a rore per- 
fect — of my service ard suffering he given while in 
the army of the United States. 

While our army was at Peeksville on the Fudson river 
1 was sick with the distemper which prevailed to an alarm 
ing degree. The hospital where 1 lay was filled with the 
Sick, many dying daily. What made cur situation more dis- 
— and the disease more fatal was the want of suit- 
able and skillful nurses. An old drunken Irishman and his 
wife were the only nurses that could be procured and they 
spent more tine in quarreling and drinking than in taking 
care of the sick, and as soon as the breath left the body, 
and. sometires hefore, they world rifle the pockets after 


money with which to huy whiskey. My sickness was considered 
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incurable, and the doctor told ny friend that 1 ccula not 

live until worning- ln this, however he was mistaken for after 
a long and distressing disease, 1 hegan to recover and to 
finally regain my bealth to such a degree that in two months 

J was able to return to my duties in the army. While in 

Rhode Islard on Sullivan's ezpedition, the Rritish then hav- 
ing possession of the Island, our troors advarced so ner ther 
that we were aW¥i gda to take our sentry from duty during the 
day and place them on guard again in the night. While there 
one of cur drummers deserted and fled to the British as he 
supposed and related all the information of our army, but 

to his surprise he cnly reached our advance guard and was 
telling his story to one of our own officers. He was inmede 
lately arrested, tried by court-martial and hung on the spot. 
While our army was marched three times around him so that 
everyone might see and learn the fate of a traitor and a 
deserter. 

While at Red Bank, two tires a black man and a white 
onw were hung for piloting *theRritish army across rroy Phila- 
delphia to cur fort at Ped Bank. By order of Colored Green, 
they were tried by court-nartial and condemned and hung} 
they were the first rersons I ever saw hung. The Dead 


March was played with muffled drums and other instruments 
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PxLsS FROM THE REVULUTION (Continued) 
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producing a mournful scund which 1 will never forget. 

While at Red Bank the British built a battery on 
Mud Island from which they were throwing bombs and playing 
upon Mud Island Fort. Two companies cf Volunteers were callca 
fro at Red Bank to cross the river ard assist in taking the 
battery. I immediately volurteered for one, ard we crossed 
theriver and correnced an attack upon the battery and fired 
three rounds upon them. The British army then but a short 
distance from the place sent reinfcrcements to their assist- 
ance ard we were ochliged to retreat across the river to our 
own fort cn Red Bank. [wo men of our force were wounded, one 
in the hand very severely. 

Shortly after landing upon Rhode island in Sullivan's 
otitis PY we experienced the most severe storm of wind 
and rain that ever I felt, the wind blowing a gale. Our 
tents were all blown down and we were literally drenched 
with rain- After the storm was over and we had dried cur 
clothes, we proceeded on our rarch, 

While in New Jersey near Morristown, our army 
suffered much for want of provisions to satisfy the cravings 
of nature- The soldiers would often resort to theft; at one 
time they stole a cow helonging to a widow. After driving 
it in a hyplace in the hushes they killed her and secreted

the meat in — — tents, after having cut it frem yhe carcass 
with knives, Search was made for the cow and ber carcass found. 
complaint was made to the officers, The soldiers were all 
paraded and search made “Por the meat, ard it was found se- 
ereted in their tents. A punishment for theft awaited them. 
Washington, then at headquarters nearby heard of the fact 

and inmediately countermanded the order for lipunidimerit); 

Saying that his men should not be punished for theft which 
hunger obliged them to commit. He then paid the widow enough 
money to buy her two cows. 

I received Continental Money for my services in 
the army ard saved it, thinking te huy re a farm, hut the 
money all died or hecame nearly worthless in my hards, sc 
that my loss vad nearly the amount of all wy services. 

Soon after I left the army I saw an advertisement 
in a New London paper fcr able hodied men to man the sloop 
Barcock for a privateering excurision; I immediately yolun- 
teered, signed the articles of agreement and soon after set 
sail for a cruise, but it returned without taking any prize. 
We soon aftrr set sail again, the second time, am while 
out captured and took a brig loaded with wine. 1 — to 
her; my share of the prize was one pipe and a half which 1 


sold to my brother, Christopher, then a merchant in Newport.

I next went ott in the Oliver Cronwell cormanded hy Capt. 
Puddingtcen, While out we captured and took a brig loaded 
with shocks of staves and some articles of small value. 
i next went out on the board of the Minerva, and was Capt. 
of Marines- While out we captured and took from the British 
the Hibernia, a valuable prize, and sent her in to New London. 
We also captured and took from the British the hrig, Hannah, 
which was considered the richest prize taken during the war, 
and sent her also to New London; and as Captain aforesaid, 
I was entitled to my share of the prize and was offered for 
my share in the dip a good farm worth two thouserd dollars, 
but refused the offer, heing confident they were worth much 
more, hut befcre a division of shares was made in hoth of 
said prizes, that infamous rascal of a traitor, Benedict Arreld 
arrived, care into New London, hurned the town and also the 
yrizes aforesaid and the storehouses containing the prize 
&00ds. 1 thereby lost all ny property and 1 verily he- 
lieve that ty loss at that tinie could not have been less 
than from three to four thousund dollars, for which I 
never received one farthing. 

1 again sailed in the sloop Spitfire, corranded hy 
Capt. Thompson, and while out gave chase to a British galley

I had cormand of two guns one of 
which I forces the yrimirg wire through the wet powder and 
reprimed her’ I then took aim and fired, which was the only 
gun fired, and the only ore necessary, as the hall from my 
gun cut the rudder entirely off and disahled her so much | 
that she imrediately struck her colors and we took her,:andi=i 
for this exploit of mine, I received the captured Captain's 
gun. 

While at Red Bank Fort we were daily exrecting an 
attack from the enemy- To prevent their approach and to 
retard it as much as possible, General Green ordered an 
orchard to be cut clown and the trees hauled butt forward 
towards the fort and the tops trimmed so as to make a picket 
qdifficult to march through or remove. One — we re- 
ceived information that the enemy had commenced their rarch 
to attackthe fort. We accardingly rade preparations to re- 
ceive them, hut when they first came in sight, their formid- 
able appearance was augmented by the tright rays of the sun, 
then about an hour high, shining upon their bright brass plat- 
ed caps which made them appear like men of superior height and 


strength, An officer hearing a flag of truce advanced, 
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saying that if ae surrendered we should he treated like 
prisoners of war, hut if we dia rot, every wan should be put 
to the sword, General Green answered that he had erders 
from General Washington to keep that Fort, ard he would keep 
it as long as he had one living *man by his side. 

. The flag returned and the enemy at once cormenced 
their attack and fought till dark when they were repulsed 
with great slaughter. We fired ferty-eight rounds and my 
gun was so hot that it almost hblistered my hands to hold it. 
fhe enemy retreated leaving their dead and wounded cn the 
ground. 
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William Champlin never finished the foregoing 
account of his services in the Revolutionary War. This copy 
was rade from the original paper ir possession of his daugh- 
ter, Mary Noyes Castle, and is now in tke hards of her son, 
Erastus Castle. Mrs. Castle stated that her father was of 
tall stature and of sturdy build and was sometime during the 
war, one of General Washington's body guards.

It takes us hack to ahout 158E-©2, when in or near London, 
England, a son was bern to John and Jane (Gitten) Chandler 
of St. Margaret Noysea, They gave him the name cf Edmond ; 
a good education; and apparertly abundant means. He married 
ard his children:- Samuel, horn May 1€,1611; Sarah, born Cet. 
9,1$13; Anna 1617; and Mary 1619; were born in England. 
About the year 1625, or a little later, he went with his 
young family to Barbadces in the West indies and engaged in 
the sugar business. here he remained for about 8 years. 
Sowe time in 1632-3 he came to Plymouth with his son,. Samuel, 
who was then about 21, He seems at that time to have left 
his wife and three daughters in Barbadoes, perhaps only in- 
tending a visit to the new colony. 

However, Fdrond Chandler hecame at once interested 
and took an active part in affairs, buying and sell ing. land, 
built a house, cwned cattle, etc. etc. He received a grant 
of forty acres, afterwards changed to another of sixty acres 
in the part of Duxbury known as Island Creek.

FE SE SE So BE SE TE te SE IE SE SEE SESE HE Se 
meadows on the Conn. River, following the stream that is 
now called Fastmans Brook, the outlet of Tarlons Pond at the 
foot of the Southern White Mountains, he came to a Horrer 
dam, built across the stream where the hills on each side 
came together. This dam covered a meadow of about 200 acres. 
Half a mile east of this dam and nearly the center of this 
level piece of land he stopped. Right in front of him with 
its base only a few feet away, was a beautiful mountain that 
gave the name of the town, Piermont. Ne said "This is the 
most beautiful spot on earth, bere will I make my home." 
He set up a land wark where his house should stand. 

The mountain stands about two miles east of the 
Conn, River. It is Ae 1000 feet high, a sclid block of 
stone, forced up by some mighty convulsions of nature. It 
stands alone; is in no way connected with any range of mount- 
ains. Of all the beautiful mountains in New Hampshire, this 
is the one perfect jewel. 

Jonathan Chandler built this house in 17735 where 
he set his stake in the small level valley directly in front 
of Peaked Mountain. This has been the home of the Chandlers 
for over 100 years, 1775 -1&88, when Joshua Chandler Jr. 
grandson of Jonathan, came west to live with his son, Oliver

Probably the most cherished hope and loftiest aspiration of 
James MeWlwee Chapter D. A. R. was realized Sunday afternoon, 
April 12, when it celebrated oe 15th anniversery by unveil- 
ing a boulder and Official D. A. R. Bronze Tablet, which the 
members had erected a few days prior Ms the grave of Achilles 
Rogers, a Revolutionary Soldier, in the Pennington cemetery 
three miles south of Sigourney. 

The beautiful Easter day only enhanced the imnressive 
ceremotiies which were participated in hy the officers:

Jacobs, grandson, and Mrs. Goeldner, Honary Organizing 
Regent of James McElwee Chapter, drew aside the flaf, unveil-~ 
ing the heautiful monument, which stands thirty inches high. 
Mr- Jacohs in a most fitting speech accepted the marker, in 
behalf of the descendants. 

urs. Grace Houdek, a great grand-daughter, gave the 
biography, and the officers then proceeded with their part 
of the services® Mrs. Wilson H. Hamilton, lowa State Hist- 
orian, D. A.R., gave a most impressive reading and Mrs. Speer, 
who is a member of the State Committee on Historic Spots, in 
a few well chosen remarks cormended the Chapter on its splendid 
work. The Doxology was then sung ard Rev. Schwartz pronourced 
the benediction, thus ening one of the most patriotic 


occasions in the history of Keokuk County. 
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The day commerating the resurrection seemed to call back 

to earth the spirit of the departed soldier sleeping for so 
long beneath the sod, and oblivious now to the honors heso 
justly deserved. 

The sweet spring zephyrs wafting the fragrance of 
the swelling buds and tender blossoms, bespeaking the coming 
of nature's loveliness together with the balmy air, brought 
to the mind a vision of a lad over a century ago in the spring- 
time of life while just bursting into the hloom of his 
young manhood, answered the call of patriotism and enlisted 
in the Continental Army as a carpenter and was willing to lay 
down his life, if necessary, to secure American Independence 
and the right of liberty, as was that other “Carpenter” who 
suffered Calvary to give to the world eternal life. 

Achilles Rogers lived te he 93 years of age and 
ain 1854 when this country was undergoing a scourge of cholera 
he became a victim X its ravages and succumbed in a very few 
hours*® No funeral ceremony or religious rite could he perform- 
ed under the circumstsnces and his body was consigned to 
mother earth without the ten?ter words of eulogy he merited. 
The heautiful ceremonies thus performed were after all the 
eulogy and tribute to perpetuate his memory. Mr, Noah Jacobs, 
a aay was unable because of serious illness to he 
present, but a great number of other descendants were there 


to honor the soldier's memory.

Achilles Rogers was born in Albermarle County 
Virginia, in the year of 1761, and had not reached his ma jore 
ity when in 1781, while his country was engaged in the war of 
the American Revolution, he was enlisted as a carpenter in 
the Quartermaster General's Department in the district of 
Charlottesville, serving from the first day of January 
to the last day of September 1781. 

in his official record of service his name 
also appears under a similiar heading covering the months of 
October, November and December, 1781" Again his name appears 
in a register of certificates issued by Zephania Turner and 
Andrew Dunscomb, cormissioners for settling accounts in State 
of Virginia, which shows the date of certificate, March 13, 
1786, when due, February 1782,

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Rogers cane from Indiana where he prebably had lived since 
his marriage, and settled on a farm with his daughter, Maria 
Jacohs, near Hayesville, Iowa, and here he spent the remaind- 
er of his life, Ne attained the great age of 93 years and in 
1834 when this section of the country was undergoing an 
epidemic of cholera, he was stricken with that dread disease 
and passed away in a very few hours. 

His grandsons, Noah Jacobs, and Martin Singleton, 
are both living in the community. 

This is the history of the life of only one of 
those brave souls gone before, who having lived enabled us 
to enjoy the blessings of liberty and freedom they so nobly 
gave .

JOANNA MATTHEWS BOND. 
Joanna Matthews Bond was horn in North Carolina, February 2, 
1742. She was the daughter of James Matthew and Susarna 
Lathland Matthews. JAMES MATTHEWS and his two brothers, 
John and George, were Regulators in North Carolina in 1762. 


These Regulators were "A company of Militia required to be 
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organized to put down Peasant Revolt adaitist Authority. 
Later these three brothers were soldiers in the Revolutionary 
War. James was a private in Donohos Company and John ~and Gea, 
were in Capt. Dixon Company. 
Susanna Lathland Matthews was orn in 175°. 

She was married to James Matthews in 17€9 and during the war sb 
used her home as a hospital an” nursed and cared for the 
wounded soldiers by scraping linen and packing their wounds: 
with the lint, called linsey. She and her sisters, with the 
help of an old man, buried thirty soldiers in one grave. 
The battle was fought at Linley Mills in North Parole: 

| James and Susanna Matthews were wembers of the 
Quaker Church at beep Kiver. [hey were the parents of nine 
children and Joanna was of: theoldests!:cShermarried 
Samuel Bond and to this union were born five children. 
Joanna was lefta widow when nae young and had the entire 
care of her family of little children. She was a good 
upright Christian and every one who knew her loved and 
respected her, and she was Erown to them as Grannie Sond. 

She raised not only her own children, but her 

grani-chfidveNj as well, and every orphan in that part of 
the count”’y had a home with her. She was a woman of high 
principles and good judgment and she was firm in her decis- 


ions. 


Her two sons, William and Henry Bond, were 
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soldiers in the Civil War and Henry was killed in battle. 
One grandson, Ashhury Bond, was a soldier in the Spanish- 
American War and the Salievine great great grandsons were 
soldiers in the World “ars- Willard Stalker, William Bond, 
and Wilford Fracht, and Pat Rickard. - One great great grand- 
son, Gus Bond, is in the Standing Army. 

Joanna Matthews Bond was the aunt of Lieutenant 
Colonel Matthews who is now stationed at Washington, D.C. 
and Capt+ Calvin Matthews, who died in China during the 
Uprising there- He and his Company were instrumental in 
saving the lives of 20 Missionaries.

Pioneers are born, not rade. Not every ran or woman has the 
sterling qualities of the pioneer; not every nation can rro- 
duce Phen 

The Anglo-Saxen race is pre-eninently a race cf picneers. 
But few decades ago and the Indian tribes held this goedly 
heritage asa hunting-ercund, but some one must he the first 
to look upon this fair dorain with the view of. setting up a 
Christian Civilization. 

In 1804 the famous Clark and Lewis Expedition was sent 
out ard passed up the Big Muddy (Missouri River) to its head 
waters. August 20th of the Same year, one of their number, 
Sergeant Floyd died and was buried on the bluff s now hearing 
his name. Finally the river washed in upon his narrow rest- 
ing place and the remains of the early explorer were deposit- 
ed back from the river where they still repose and are new 
marked hy what we call the Floyd Morumert- Both Sergearts 
Bluff and the Floydd River take their nares from hir. 

In 1839 ahout one hundred men trappers and explorers 
left St. Louis on the Steamer (Antelope) fer regicns of the 
Upper Missouri, where they were engaged witht he American 
Fur Company, Some of these men remained there while others 


feund their way hack to Civilization, and a portion of the 
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party tecated in the part of the country which was after- 
wards Woodbury County. 

Among the first settlers were Joseph Leonais, Albert 
eee Paul Pacquette, Jorn La Plant, George L. Tacket, 

Mr. La Rlance, Gustave Fecaut. | 

Johnnie Brassos (colored) whom many of the early 
settlers rememher as the violinist, came up the Missouri 
River and located ---- near the Missouri River. fhis colored 
wan alwaysiaffirmed that he was the first white child to 
locate in this county. 

William Thompson and an older a ia named Charles, 
and one other man whose name was forgotten, were the only 
white men who spent the winter of 1848-49 in this lecality. 
in 1849 Theophile Rrugnier, a rative of Canada, hut cf French 
descent, settled at the mouth of the Big Sious River about 
two miles ahove Sioux City. He married a daughter of the 
celehrated Chieftain, War Eagle. Brugnier hecare a prominent 
man in the tribe, ard War Eagle, his father-in-lew, died at 
his house 1851. His rerains with those of Brugnier's wife 
and two daughters now repose on the surmit of a lofty bluff 
at the mouth of the Big Sioux. fhe War Eagle Tribe which 
form the War Hagle Asscciation, marked and funced the grove. 
SGmetime during the autumn of 1849, Robert Perry, a somewhat 
eccentric character, but a man of fine education, came from 


Washington, D. C. and made a settlement on the creek now 
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bearing bis nare, Woodbury County was organized in 18353. fhe 
local government was vested in what was ternied "Phe County 
Court" which consisted of a County Judge, the District Court 
and the Sheriff. fhe Judicial records of Woodbury County ver 
fy the claim that the Anglo-Saxon race carries its Mets tine 
wherever it locates. Tribunals of Justice were opened and ren 
who for a quarter of a century had relied upon the revolver and 
“tee for in assertions of their rights, gladly submitted 
their affairs to the arhitraterent of law. 

The early records of VYeodbury Ccunty are filled withi 
the names of those whe formed the connecting link between civil-~ 
ization ard barbarism, Until 1657 Woodbury County was a part of 
the Severth Judicial District.
